THE FRONTIER QUESTION. 


As was to be expected, the news of the pro- 
jected bombardment of Akaba bas received an 
official denial. The question of Tabah — not «t 
Akaba, which is unquestionably Tuorkish—will 
ne decided, if anywhere, at Constantinople and 
we believe that Sir Nicholas O’Conor’s repre- 
sentations will finally persuade the Ottoman 
Government to withdraw its troops from Trbah 
and the Nekb el Akaba. But though the inci- 
dent will, we believe, be terminated to the 
-atisfaction of the British and Bgyptian Go, 
vernments it must not-be supposed that we 
shall hear no more of the Sinai frontier qoes- 
tion. On the contrary, unless that frontier is 
properly delimitated further ircidents of this 
sort are probable, especially when the comple- 
tion of the Damascus Aleppo-Birejik and the 
Bregli-Birejik lines link Constantinople asd 
the Anatolian provinces with the Red Ses. We 
admit the difficulty of persuading the Porte to 
come to any agreement as to the delimitation 
of the frontier, and we realise that strong 
action on the part of the Home Government 
may throw the Porte into the arms ofa rival 
Baoropean Power—a result that our statesmen 
obviously cannot desire. 

The desire of the Ottoman Government to 
make Akaba a supply base for the Hedjaz rail- 
way isnataral and laudable enough, and in 
view of recent events in the Yemen we can 
anderatand that the Porte is extremely anxious 
tosafegaard its position in Arabia by every 
means in its power. I[t is possible, therefore, 
that British diplomatic representations may be 
regarded with a certain amount of suspicion 
at Yildiz for the myth of British and Egyptian 
designs on Arabia and Syria has beensedalous. 
ly propagated in the Tarkish Empire. Bat, 
after making all allowanogs for Ottoman mis- 
trast, the fact remaing that the Tarkish troops 
have crossed the Egyptian frontier and hay~ 
refased to evacuate the positions which they 
have oconpied and that the Government of 
Egypt and the British Government, which has 
important interests to defend in this country,

THE PRINOE’S TOUB! 

“The Daily Telegraph,” in a leading article, 
reviews the tour of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales in India; and adds the following interest- 
ing comments on the visit to Egypt. Ramarking ~ . 
that the tour is not concluded with the fare- 
wells said in Indis, the journal alludes to 
call which the Renown makes at Port Said “to. 
give the Royal.party an opportanity of seeing 
at least a few of the wonders of Egypt.” Some 
of those wonders date back to the most remote 
pericds of antiquity—a‘thousand years are to 
Egypt no more than a hundred elsewhere in the 
Old World, and no more than ten in the New 
—others belong to the last few years of our 
own time. The latter stand to the credit of a 
handfal of Englishmen rather than to. the 
credit ot England. No one can be particularly 
proud of the Egyptian policy of British states- 
men daring the critical eighties of last century, ; 

and forsome years later. They did not know 
their own mind, and waited on events. Happ'!z, 
for England, however, there was one Englieh- 
man in Egypt who did know his mind, and 
British statesmanship has since: retrieved its 
repatation by giving him its implicit confidence. 


-| The regenerate Egypt, which is now the envy 


and wonder of the world, is the handiwork of 
Lord Cromer, aasisted, as he has been, by a 
succession of brilliant men, trained under his 
direction. In spite ot the Capitalations, in spite 
of persistent opposition offered in the early 
years by other nations, in spite of the enor- 
mous debt by which Egypt was saddled, and the 
evil tradition of Iemail’s rninous extravagance, 
in spite of the entirely anomalous position of 
the British resident and the British Govern- 
ment in a country nominally independent, save 
for the suzerainty of the Sultan, Bgypt has 
been re-created on a sound financial std com- 
mercial basis. The prosperity of the country 
has leaped up in the last decade, and for the 
first time for centuries the wretched, down- 
trodden fellaheen have had their fall share in 
the bounties which have been scattered along 
the Nile Valley. Where the fellah earned two 
piastres he now earns three ; the Government 
have rescued him from the local usurer, reduced 
hie taxes, and raised the tide and overflow of 
the Nile, on which the welfare of Egypt has 
always depended. To the south, the great 
provinces of the Sudan have been reclaimed 
from the most atrocious savagery, anda rail- 
way now rans from the Red Soa across tho 
waste ot sand to the new capital which has 
risen on the ruins of Gordon’s Khartoum. The 
work is not yet finished. Indeed, it has bat just 
begun. Hardly more than the foundations, in 
the opinion of those who have faith in Bgypt’s 
fatare, have been laid, and vast achemes of 
irrigation will take many years and many 
millions before they can be carried into. effect. 
Bat the triomph already achieved is a splendid 
mocument of what capable Eaglishmeo oan do 
in the way of governing men, if they 
hampered by interfering politicians ‘tt 
The Prince of Wales does: well to conclude bis 
Indian tour with a visit to Egypt. But for, 
India there would ‘be no British Agént in 
Cairo ; bat for Indian experience it is hardly 
conceivable that Englishmen would have been 
able so soon to set Bgypt on her feat again. 
The visit of the Prince and Princess is the 
best compliment thst can be paid to the orga- 
nising genias of Lord Cromer.

Similar experiments to the one which began 
this morning have been taking place within 
the last few days at the Governmert Hospital 
at Alexandria in order to show the Sanitary 
Administration and the Municipality the 
efficacy of the system. In this instance Dr. 
Gottschlich has microbes, buge, mogquitoes, 
et hoc genus omne in test tubes plugged in 
cotton wool, and then again embedded in the 
centre of mattresses. In every instance the 
microbes were sterilised aud the insects killed. 

One experiment gave goat satisfaction. The 
gas was simply blown into the building where 
the bedding, eto., were exposed, with the result 
that all the living organiems hidden therein 
were rendered innocuous. 

In this morning's experiments on board the 


* |.steamer the gas was blown into the hold. The 


identical system has been adopted by many 
shipowners of the world for it is extremely 
practical not only as a disinfectant bat as a 
fire-extinguisher, as exactly the same system 
is used for fire-extingnishing as for disinfecting. 

This morning’s experiments were watched 
with great interest by a number of officials of 
the Quarantine Board and of the Khedivial 
Mail Company.

GOVERNMENT EXPERIMENT. 


BUILDING HOUSES FOR ITS OFFICIALS 


The following commanication hos been made 
to the Press :— 

Daring the past year the iradequacy of the 
existing house accommodation in Cairo has 
made itsolf inoreasingly felt, and nambers of 
Goveroment offisials with fixed incomes find 
that their ents have been raised to a figure so 
high as to-be practically prohibitive, or that 
they are simply served with notice to quit. In 
the latter case it is always difficult and some- 
times impes:ible to find snitabls accommoda- 
tion elsewhere, 

Possess rs of urban land ceom desirous of 
holding on for a rise and the possibility of 
resale at a profit rather than of atilizing their 
land at once for building purposes. There 
would therefyre appear to be no reason to anti- 
cipate that the inconvenience will be overcome 
in the near fatare by the ordinary operation of 
the law $f demand and supply. 

Asit 1s obviously undesirable that Govern- 
ment employés shoald be compelled to pay 
rents beyond their means or, in the case of 
those holding the more responsible’ posts, to 
find houses at such a distance from the Minis- 
tries as to be inaccessible if their presence is 
anddenly required, it has been decided by the 
Ministry of Finance to proceod forthwith to 
the construction of a few experimental houses 
on Government land at Ghezireh, to ba let to 
Government servants at rents representing an 
adrquate retarn on the capital expended, 

The building of some sixteen or e‘ghteen 
houses of three typos at rents of £150, £105, 
and £200 per annum, as well .ss two sate of 
flats at £100 to £120 per annum will be enter- 
ed on at once. 

Though these rents will be beyond the 
means of any but the better paid offisials, it 
has been found imposible, in consequence of 
the high value of the Ghezireh land, to fix 
them below those figares. It is hoped that the 
houses will be ready at the end of the year ; 
the flats will require considerably longer to 
complete. The houses will be held on a yearly 
tenure, 

Should the experiment prove to be a success 
and should the want of proper accommodation 
still remain acate, the scheme will ba farther 
extended. 

Applications from officials desirous of renting 
the new honses must be addressed not later 
than April 10 to the Under Secretary of State, 
Ministry of Finance. [a case more applications 
are received than can be.dealt with this year, 
the Ministry of Finance will decide as to what 
measures shall be taken to ensure an equitable 
distribution; the Government is aware that the 
present experiment will not benefit the smaller 
officials, Bae 

With their case it is far more diffisalt to 
deal and it can.indeed only be properly dealt 
with by private enterprise. A concession has 
lately been given toa company on very favour- 
able terms for the creation of a suburb beyond 
Abbassieh, and it is hoped that as soon as the 
tramway is completed offivials on small salaries 
will be able to find houses there in sufficient 
numbers and at a moderate rent. 

Should this unfortunately prove not to be 
the case it will b1 for the Government to con- 
sider what steps oan usetally be ondertaken to 
ensyre adequate housing accommodation for 
this class of its servants.

On the 25th alt., for the fourth time, I took 
the desert track to Cairo, on this ocxasion ona 
motor bicycle, and found it in many p'aces cut 
up ty watercourses involving heavy laboar in 
crosring them. In some of these sandy spots 
the tracks of a motor oar which visited Suez 
last autumn, and apparently had great diffi- 
culty in getting along, were still visible. 

Could not the Antomobile Club be indaced 
to take ths matter up, and put tha road into 
thorough repair? The Suez Cycling Club has 
made a track to Adjroud, over which one can 
average 20 miles an hour. Were the track 
equally good throughont, the distance between 
Cairo and Suez couldbe accomplished by motor 
in less than four hoors. 

Sixty years ago, the Indian mail despatches 
used to be sent from Suez to Boulac in five 
and a half hoors by this road. . 


TELBPHONB COMPANY OF EGYPT. 

Tha delays in telephonic communication 
complained of recently by tha Cairo public 
are caused, we are informed, by the fact 
that the diffioalties of operating are very 
great at the present time on account of the 
renovation of the machinery of the switch- 
boards at the central exchange of the head 
office, which ameli»ration has been going on 
since June and has to be done at night gra- 
duslly so as not to entirely interrupt the 
service. It is expected that this work, which 
will cost over £1,000, will be completed in a 
few weeks, when, withont doubt, there -will 
result a great improvement in the general 
working of the service. 

We learn that the new list of Cairo sub- 
scribers for the present year ought to have 
been distributed in January but owing to a 
strike of printing hands of the firm in Cairo 
who undertook the work and contracted to 
deliver there handbooks by the 81st Decem. 
ber last, there has been a great delay, bat 
they will now be ready for delivery to sub- 
soribers early next month. 

We are farther informed that, like all old- 
established concerns, the Telephone Company 
has been losing lately many of its oldest and 
most efficient hands through offers of bigher 
pay elsewhere by the numerous new companies 
lately started in Egypt, who require employés 
with local knowledge and linguistic attain- 
ments, 

It is interesting to note, as showing the 
immense progrees in commercial matters going 
on in this country lately ,that the figures show 
the number of telephonic communications on 
the Cairo and Alexandria system of the com- 
pany to have increased by quite fifty per cent. 
since last winter.

This extension of the scope of the, Werk- 
men’s Compenzation Acts of 1897 and’ 1900 is 
quite logical for, if the principle underlying 
the Act isto be: carried to» its logical con- 
clusion, the provisions of the Act must be 
extended to all accidents, whether cansed 
by misconduct or not, and to all trades and 
industries. 

The grest principle underlying the provisions 
of the Act, was that the trades and industries 
of the country should be chargeable with the 
maintenance of those workmen who were injar 
ed in the carrying on of those trades and 
industries, and with the maintenance of those 
who were dependent opon the earnings of tha 
injured workmen. To a certain extent, no 
doubt, the ‘Act has achieved its object. 

So far as the Act is concerned the trades and 
industries of the conntry are only made 
chargeable through the instrumentality of 
the individual employer, because it is the in- 
dividual employer who is personally respon- 
sible to the injured workman. The liability 
thas imposed upon employers has been met 
by different kinds of insurance, the bulk ot 
which is transacted by the existing accident 
insurance companies. 

The latest figures to hand of the working 
of the Act are those for 1904.

COAL AND GOLD IN EGYPT. 


— >. 


THE CAIRO SYNDICATE. 


The following ingennously framed article is 
from the “Financial News” :— . 

A conple of months ago attention was 
directed in these colamns-to the growing im- 
provements of tha Bgyptian coal indastry. It 
was pointed o9t that.at prosent the coal which 
is consomed in the Land of the Pharaohs has 
to ba imported at great oat, and, in addition, 
a supply has'to be procured for the vessels at 
Soez and Port Ssid, which are making use of 
the world’s greatest waterway. These oonside- 
rations render it self-evident that if the coal 
resources of Egypt could be developed op to 
soch a point as to render the country inde- 
pendent of outside assistance in the matter of 
fael, a great advance would have been made, 
and a profitable industry would have been 
openéd up to exploitation. 

This is the view which was taken by the 
persons who were responsible for the formation 
of the Cairo Syndicats. They considered that 
if the property acquired by that company were 
anything like what it was representad to ke, 
it was nothing short of a national asset, and 
its development nothing less than a matter 
of national concern ; for they had a onno-ssion 
which is estimated to aggregate 80.000 square 
miles, within eight days of London, and essily 
sccessible from the coast. And althongh of 
this vast area only the central portion has so 
far been examined, the discoveries-up to the 
present are reported to include coal, copper, 
and promising indications of payable gold. At 
the moment, tha coal measares ara regarded 
ax the best of the assets; but there i: no 
knowing how well the others may torn ont, 
especially as. the gold-bearing area ia believed 
by the company’s engineers to include the site 
of the historic Ophir Mines. Samples of the 
coal have arrived in London, and the tests made 
are stated to show it to be of excellent quality. 
It ehould be added that some oil has been 


found to exist at points on ths property ; bat | 


itis at the. moment impossible. to. say. what 
valae may ultimately be attached to this 
additional asset. At present, the oil resources 
may be regardei mere'y' as a make-waeight, 
though, as everybody knows, oil resources have 
a way of showing themaclves. in the most 
unexpected manner, and making themselves 
the foundation of the most coloseal fortune. 

The Cairo! Syadicate has had a report from 
its represeptative on: the proper'y. His own 
words will tall the tale better than it can be 
told in any other way :— 


“The coal-begring strata is at present from - 


8 or 9 to 42 in... in thickness, and the coal is 
easily detached! from the oonntry rook, When 
wo shall have reached the main seam I am con- 
filent we shall have a olean one, with well- 
defined over and ander clays. We may reach 
it in days of, perhaps, weeks, bat, having no 
data te go upon, it becomes a simple question 
of pick and drill and patienos. 

“That the ventare is now something more 
than a pro3pest is certain, and fully warrants 
the expenditare of some capital.

Arthar Claudet (Aesayer to the Bank of Eng- 
land), with the result that the four samples 
show gold tothe extent of 18 dwt.

believing this to be the fall extent. Anyhow,

the'past on the. property, but only with the 
result- of doing little more than “scratching 
the aurface,” owing to the very primitive eh- 
gineering knowledge and appliances whigh 
owére at the disposal of the ancient miners. ‘A

" the limit, and all the work has been done witb 
. & hammer and small, round-pointed gouge. . 
‘Here, then, is au ancient goldfiald, whigh 

may possibly have been the source of some pf 
the gfeat wealth of the Oriental desp 
of the past, now being opered up for the 
benefit of British enterprise and the British 
investor. At least, the British investor 
can go into it if hq cares to doso; bot he 
need not trooble \unless*hs likes, for tho 
company’s engineer says that ths money neces- 
sary-for the purpose can be raixed in Egypt 
and Syria at the present moment. He adds, in 
conc'nsion, the emphntie statement that “this 
mine will pay handsome’y, and tha C.iro Syn 
dicta not only posre:ses a mine, bot really s 
goldfield.” If the cantious E.st is so willing to 
go into the enterprise, thare ia little wonder 
that the impulsive and enterprising West, as 
represented by the Csiro Syddicate, has thrown 
iteelf'with vigour aud with energy into the 
task of development.

‘A RETROSPECT. 


ABBATE PACHA’S INTERESTING 
~~ “LECTURE, 


‘ 


The above was the subject of a lectare de- 
divered by H.E. Dr. Abbats Pacha*ander the 
auspices of the Société Khediviale de. Géogra 
phie on Saturday afternoon last in the pre- 
sence of the Governor of Khartoum (Staunton 
Bey) and « niost distinguished andience. So 
great was the concourse of auditors that many 
had to remiin standing daring the delivery 
ofa Iéctore «f exceptional interest. ‘I'he span 
of lifeallotted to mortals and the limits im- 
posed by age apon homan faculties rarely 
permit an individual to speak of events half a 
century o'd with a vividoess of recollection 
and an elaboration of detail as if they had 
happened yesterday. It was this which lent 
exceptional intereat to the remarks of Dr. 
Abbata Pacha, bat it was not this alone. 
Audlenoe Spellbound. 

‘I'he details themselves were related with 
Rasels foros and precision that they held the 
audience—composed largely of ladies—abso 
lately spelibound. For a whole hour anda 
half we re2med to ba accompanying the traveller 
upon* his two journeys, undertaken under 
circumstances of the greatest diversity. In 
1856 Dr. Abbate formed part of the suite 
‘which accompanied on his desert trip Said 
Pacha, and many were the fatigues aod ad- 
ventures encountered by those who journeyed 
‘to Khartoum in those distant days. A pictu- 
‘reeqne account was given of the Korosko 
{desert enlivened by one or two amusing in- 
‘cidents, as, for instance, when, at last, the 
Nile was reached and amidst rejoicings the 
expedition halted upon its banks, thie late 
Za'ficar Pacha invited soma of his companiens 
to be seated npon what seemed tobe a piece 
lof black rock but subseqaently turned ont to 
| be a sleeping crocodile! 
| Then and Now. 

Khartoum vpon Dr, Abbate’s former visit 
was but a collection of hots with a mission 
garden in the cent-e and a Government Hone 
which formed a kind of caravansary. And now 
—what changes and transformations, have 
taken place! The old city is no longer racognis- 
j able, Gordoa’s headquarters has become the 
most Baropean of capitals in Central Africe. 
It is in every sensea modern dwelling-place 
where fow Orientals reside. Indeed, in his 
; Sccount of Khartoum Dr. Abbate did not 
differ in substance from Mr. Edward Dicey, 
who desc-ibed it ds the city of “magnificent 
distances.” Omdarman was next paased in 
review. It still retains most of. its former 
{ characteristics and is. occapied chiefly by the 
| natives of theSadan. Bat even there British civi- 


j lisation and habits have penetrated, for, strange 
as it might appear, the black battalions might 


be seen playing football and cricket. Abbate 


| Pacha had a good word to say for the Suda- 


nese women, who are hard-working and indas- 
trious. They atill far oatnumber the men—who 
are lezy lords of craation—owing to the pro- 
traced and decimating war which culminated 


‘in the overthrow of the Mahdi. 
| Tribute to Gordon. 


The lectarer paid an extremely eloquent 
tribute to the heroism of Gordon and ascribed 
the foundation of the Sadan’s regeneration to 
his glorious martyrdom The resent jonrney to 


Khartoum ina “train de luxe” was then con-| 


trasted with that of ha'f-acentory provions. 
That trip was undertaken at the traveller's 
own expense and from a sheer desire to compare 
notes with former impressions. Dr. Abbate’s 
praise of the present administration was in 
every respect unqnalifi-d, and, coming from 
auch an indepsadent soirce, it must undoubt- 
edly be well-marited. Altogether the lectare 
was one of the most enjoyable wa have attend- 
ed, and delivered by a man in his eighty fourth 
year, ina clear voice and withot a traca of 
fatigae towards tho end, was a veritable ‘tour 
de force.” A letter was read from the Sirdar 
(Sir Raginald Wiagate) expressing his regret 
that he was anablo to bs prasent, This wis but 
fitting h mage’ toone who has for so many 
years 'ahoured in the cause of humanity and 
civilisation. .

BUILDING AND HOUSING. 


The building trade in Khartoum is at pra- 
sent +o brisk and the call for building materials 
is eo heavy that a remarkable rise in the prices 
of skilled laboar and materials has been the 
result. By the end of this year the time limit 
for quite a number of plots will expire and 
ownera are expediting boilding operations co 
as -to-leave: Government no room for complaint 
or, what is worse, confizcation. It haa been 
observed that in spite of the high cost of 
‘pnilding the new houses are more substantial 
and in better taste than the earlier efforts for 


larger investments in buildings. 

The Iabourer class finds it hard to procure ac- 
commodation in Khartoum. One would saggest 
Omdarman fur the housing of this class on 
account of the cheapnoss in time and money 
anch a mové would entail, the cheapest rate 
+f transport between the two towns b ing 
P.T. 2 per day per head, averaging a total ef 
PT, £2 per working month. ‘The only other 
alternative in view of this d'ffierlty wonld be 
for Government to insist upon a higher reals 
of building in the 3:d class quarter cf Khar 
toum.

N early everyf one who come; to Exypt nowa- 
days'buya one or more specimens of the little 


"| atone beetles known as;scaraba ;but few who do 


sohave any clearides of what eoarabs were made 
for, or wliy oe scarab should differ from an- 
other in value a fact out of which the dealers 
suck no small advantage. To all such unlearned 
buyers, Mr, Newberry’s book will come as a 
godsend ; for his twenty years’ reputation aa 
an explorer isa sufficient guarantee for the 
acouracy ofits information, and it is impossib!e 
for anyone to rise from a perusal of the hun- 
dred pages which accompany its liberal allow- 
ance of forty five plates without a very clear 
idea of the several varioties of scarab now 
extant and of their meaning. Mr. Newberry 
will have nothing to-do with any new-fangled 
theories about scarabs being used as money, 
but says at once that Dr. Birch was right when | 
he laid down years ago, that they were seals 
and nothing bat seals. He alao shows by many ! 
excellent and clear examples how, before the ' 
uge of keys came into fashion, seals were used 
for the parpose of seo ring many things which 
pradent people now keep locked np, sach as 
wiue and provisions. Hence, he thinks, a scarab 
or seal engraved with tha first owner's name or 
device, was once as neces-ary an appendage to 
a good housekeeper as the bunch of keys was 
to the carefal matron of the last.centary, and 
he mentions in support of this that whenever 
sosrabs have bean found in graves, the ococa- 
pant of the tomb has nearly always proved to 
be a female. He traces also the gradual evoln- - 
tion of the Exyptian seal from the cylinder 
which the first conquerors of Egypt seem to 
have imported from their Asiatic home to the 
finger-ring, often consisting of a scarab moun- 
ted on its longitadinal axis, from which came 
in turn our modern “signet” rings. For scarabs 
were not in use daring the whole period of 
pre-Christian Egypt's florescence. Mr. Newberry 
tells us that althongh a few occur at the end of 
the end of the sixth dynasty, they only came 
into fashion during the twe'fth. and disappear- 
ed soon after the twenty-sixth. Why this 
should have been is only one of ths many 
pozzies which Egyptology has for us. 

In the twelve handred or so specimens of 
which Mr, Newberry here gives excellent re- 
productions, every possible variety seems to 
have been included. By far the greatest nomber 
bear simply the names of their owners, or at 
most their names and titles, and the “Royal 
Superintendent,” “singing ladies,” scribes, and 
priests to whom they once belonged, doubtless 
used them for signing letter or authenticating | 
deeds. More rare, as might be expected, are the | 
scarabs belonging to Royal personages, which 
were, no doubt, generally broken when their. 
ovmers died as the “broad seal” of Eagland still 
is at the demise of tha Orown. Rarer still are 
those which bear the names of gods,the purpose 
for which a god could use a real not being very 
obvious, although it is, of course, possible that 
his ministers might reqaire it now and then for 
the alienation of Charch lands. More common, ; 
again, are those scarabs which are engraved 
with no name, bus merély with a pattern of ' 
more or lessintricacy. Snch patterns were, no 
doubt, like the trade-mark still ased by men of 
basivess, and might succeed in paranading | 
the purchaser of merchandise that he was, in i 
the langoage of the advertisements, getting | 
what he asked for Yet there are a few speci- 
mens in Mr. Newborry’s plates which seem to 
fall into none of tha-e categories bat to have 
been made for ornament merely. Such are the 
faw which bear “wishes.” often singalarly 
modern in tone, auch as “May Ptsh give a 
Happy New Year, from the Prinos Shishang 
(the Eg’ptian form of th» Biblical Shishak, by 
the way) to his mother, Ka-ra-ma ma,” or the 
one or two huge ones five or six inches long, 
made by command ot the great Pharaoh Amen- 
hotep III. to commemorata his marriage with | 
Q:een Thyi, and the enormo1s ‘ bigs” that he | 
made when he went hig g:me sxhonting after 
lions and wild cattle, Perhsps the modern object 
which most closely corresponds to this last 
kind i« the medal. 

Finally, Mr. Newb try as-urea his readers 
that, althoogh thure is occasionally a little 
“faking” of thé glaza vers difficult to detect, 
there are hardly any altogether bogus or forged 
scarabs. Such objects, he thinks, would require 
skill aud knowledge far boyond that possessed 
by the modern dealer, and the expense of mann- , 
facture and importation would be prohibitive. 
A comfortab'e say ng, yet the price of rare 
sosrabs is rapidly rising, and we suspect that 
before long the supply is likely by such means 
to catch op the demand.
